preſerved by 7ehoſheba the ſiſter of Ah17;4h, and wiſe to 7293472 the high Pricſt, being tid with ' 
her in the houſe of the Lord all thattime. 

Good Interpreters do conjeAure, though 7oaſn be called the fon of 464512h, that he was not his 
ſon by nature, but by ſuccefſionro the Crown, They ſay, that the race of $:/1man ceaſed here, and 
the Kingdom came to the poſlerity of Nathan the fon of D1tjd. Becauſe 2 Chro. 22. 9. It 15 ſaid, 
The houſe of 4hatiab had no yower to krep tht Kingaome, which they conceived to be for the want of 
children in that houſe; And becauſe cf the ablurdiry and unnaturaleneſs of the faRt, Tinar Athatiai 
the Grard-mother ſhould have cur oft her ſons children.

I wiſh the LORD may blefs it; and defre the King ro be rru- 
ly humbled for his own fins, and the fins of his Fathers heuſe, which have been great, Bewzre of 
putting on cheſe fins with the Crown ; For if you pur them on, all the weli-wiſhers ro a King in 
the three Kingdoms will: not be able to hold on the Crown, and keep it from cortering; yea, from 
falling. LORD, take away the Controverſie with the Royal Family, that the Crown may be

fit be Cid, Anointing of Rings hath becn in uſe amongſt Chriſtians, ner onely Pap'ſts, but Prote- 
ſtants, as in che Ringdom of Evgliznd, ard our late King was Anointed with oyle. It may be replyed, 
they who uſed it under the New Tefiament rook ic from the 7ews, withour warrant, It was moſt in 
uſe with the Biſhops of Rome, who ro keep Rings and Emperturs (ubjetts to themſtlves, did ſwear 
them 10 the Pope, when they were anvninted, ( and yerrmhe Fewih Prieſts did never (wear Kings ro 
themſclves) As for England, although the Pope was catten off, yer th: ſubj<@ion of Kings to Biſhops 
was ſtil] retammed ;z for they anointed the Ring. a:.d (ware him to the maintenance of rheir Prelaticall 
dignity, They are here wito were wittnefes at the Coronation of the late Ring Tie Ziſhops behoved 
to perſorm that rite, and the King b-houved to be ſworn to them. But now by the blcfling of God, Pc- 
perze and Pre/acie are removed: The Biſkops as limbs of Artichrit, are pur ro the doore; Let the a- 
nointing of Kings with oyle go to the doore with them, and let them never come in agiin

I, It is clear, that the Kings power is nor abſolue, as Kings and flattering Courtiers appre- 
hend, a Kings power 15a limited power, by this Covenant, And there is a three-fold I'mitation 
of the Kings power. h 

I. In regard of ſubordination. There is a power above his, even Gods power, whom he is ob- 
liged to obey ; and to whom he mult give an account of, his adminſtration. Xe he heard ye- 
ttcrday, that Text, By me Kings vetgn, Provis8, 1c. Kings have not cnly their Crowns from 
God ; but they wult reign according to his will, which 1s clear from Rot x 3+ 4. He is called, the 
Miniſter of God : He is but Gods ſervant, Lnegg not ftay upon this; K ngs and all others will 
acknowledge this limitation, 5: WM. 

2. Inregard of Laws. A King is ſworn at his @obtation, to rule according to the ſtanding, 
received Laws of the kingdom. The Laws he is (worn to, limit him that he cannot do againſt 
them, without a finful breach of this Covenant , between the King and rhe people. 

3. Inrcgard of Government, The total Governmenr, is not upon 2 King. He hath counſel- 
lours, a Varhamenr, or Eftates, mm the Land, who ſhare in the burrchen of Government No 
King ſhould have the (ole Government, Ir was never the mind of theſe, who received a King to 
rule them, to lay all Government upon him, to do what he pleaſeth, without controlerent., 
There is no man able alone io govern all. The kingdom ſhould nor lay rhat vpor one man, who 
on eaſily miſcary, T:.c Eſtates of the Land, are bound in this Contra, to bear a burthen with

Theſc men who have flattered Kings, to take unto themſelves an abſolure po*er, to do what 
they pleaſe, have wronged Kings, and kingdoms Tr had been gocd tha! Kitigs of late, had car» 
ried themſelves ſo, as this queſtion of Kings power, might never have come indebatez For they 
have been great looſers ther. by. Kings are very deſirous to have things ipcken and wrirten to 
hold up their Arbitrary and unlimited power 3 bur thar way doth exceedingly wrong them, 
There is one, alearned man, I confeſs, who hath written a Book, for the riaintesnance of rhe alz- 
ſolvre power of Kings, called Þefrr/io Regia, Whereby he hath wronged himſelf in his reputation,

1. A King 2bufſing his power to the overthrow of Religion , Laws and Liberties, which are 
the very Fendamentals of this Contr: & ard Covi nant, may be controlled and oppcſed ; And if 
he ſer himſelf ro overthrow all thele by arms,then they who have power,as the Eſtates of a Land, 
may ard ovpht to refiſt by Arms : Becauſe he doth by that oppoſition, break the very bonds, 
ard overthroweth a!l the c{ertials of this contra& and Covenant. This may ſerve to juſtifie the 
proceedings of this kingd-m againit the late King 3 who in a Hoſitle way ſer himſelf to over- 
throw Religion, Parliaments, Laws and Liberties. : 

2. Every breach of Coycnant,wheeein a King faile h,after he hath entred into Covenant derth

After that, he falleth in groſs tranſgreſ- 
fions ard breaches, 2 Chro2. +6, He aſiociates himſelf ard centred in League with Berhavad, king 
of Syria an Idolater ; He impriſoned Hanani, the LORD= Propher, who reproved him , ard 
threatned jvudgment againſt that aſociatien; And art the ſame time he oppreficd ſome of the 
pcople : And yer, for all this, they neither lay aſide, ror count him an hypocrite. : 

3. Private perſons, ſ-cu'd be very circemiped, abour that which they do in relation to the 
authority of Kirgs. Ir is very dangerous, for private men to m«doJe with the power of kirgs,and 
the ſuſpending of them from the « xerciſe thereof, I do ingericuſly ccnfeſs, that I find no ex- 
amp'e cf it The Prophets tavght ro ſuch dorine to their people, nor the Apoſtles, nor the 
Reformea Kirks Have ever private men, Paſtours or Profeſſours. given into the Eſtates of a 
Land as their judgment, unto which they reſolve to adhere Thar a King ſhould be ſuſpended 
from the exerciſe cf lis power. Ard if we look upon the!e godly Paſtours, who lived ir KING

IT Ir is clear from this Covenant, that people ſhould obey their Kirg in the LORD : For as 
the King is bound by Covenant, to make uſe of his power, to their good : Soare they bound to 
obey him in the Lord.in the exerciſe of that power. Abour the peoples duty to the King, take 
theſe four Obſervations. 

1, That the obedience of the people, is in ſubordination to GOD; For the Covenant is firſt 
with God, and then with the King. If a King command any thing contrary tothe will of GOD, 
in this caſe Peter ſaith , It 7s better to obey God then man. There is a line drawn from GOD to 
the pcople, they are loweſt in the line; and have magiſtrates inferiour, and ſupream above 
them, and God above all, When the King commandeth the people that which 1+ lawful, and 
commanded by GOD, then he ſhould be obeyed; Becauſe he ſtanderh in the right line under 
GOD

GOD, who hath put him in his place, Bur if he command that which is unlawful, and forbid.

13. Ar tie beginning, ye have both obedience vregd to ſuperiour powers, #5 the Ordinance of 
God, and datrnation threatned againſt choſe who reſiſt the lawful powers, 

It is ſaid by ſome, that many Miniſters jn $:ot{ard, will not have the king 71.548, but king 
Charles to reign. Faithful men are wronged by ſuch ſpeeches. I do not underftand theſe men, 
For if they think that a King and Zeus are jnconfiſtent 3 then they will have no Kirg 3 Bur I 
ſhall be far \rom entertaining ſuch thoughts of them. Tt they think the doirg a neceiary duty for 
King CHARLES, is to prefer his Interett to C87 7S7S, this alſo is an error, Honeſt Miniſters can 
very well diſcern between the Intereſt cf CH&1ST, and of the King, I know no Miniſter thar 
ſettethup King Charles with prejudice to Chri/?'s Intereſt. 

There are three ſorts of perſons, who are not to be allowed in relation to the kings Intereſt, 
71. Such az have not been content to oppoſe a king, in anevilcovrie. ( 25 they mignr lawfully 
do.) Burt contrary to Covenart, Fows, many Declarations, have caſt of kings, 2rd Kkingly Ge- 
vcynment, Theſeare the SidÞ1rirs, 2 They who are fo taken up with a king as they prefer 4 
kings intercſt, to Chriſts intereſt ; which was che ſinof cur Evgapers, 2. They whowill have no 
dury done toa king, for fcar of prejudicing Chritts intereſt, Theſe are 10 be allowed who urge 
duty to a King in ſubordination :6 Chriſt, | 

I ſhall defirethat men bereal, when thev make mention of Chrifts intereſt; For theſe three 
mentioned, profeſs and pretend the intercft of Chriſt. The Se(t1v175 cover their deſtroying of 
kings, with Chriſts inrereſt 5 whereunro indeed, m have had no reſpet, being enemies *© his 
kingdom,and experience hath made it undeniable. The Engagers alledged they were for C's 
Intereſt ; bur they miſplaced ir, C275 intereſt ſhould have gone hetore,but they draw ir after the 
intereſt of a king ; which evidenced their want of due reſpe& to Ch17/ts intereſt. As for the third, 
who delay dury for fear of prefering the kings intereſts ro Chriſt, I ſhall not take upon me to judge 
their intentions, I wiſh they have charity to theſe, who think they may do duty to a kirg in 
{ubordination to'Chri/t, yea that they ought and ſhould do duty, what ever mens fear be cf the 
prejudice may fojlow. 

_ Ifro be againſt the ſuſpending of the king from the exercife of 11's power, and to be for the 

crowning of the King according to the publick Faith of the kingdoms, He firſt performing all thar 
Kirk and State required of him, in relation to Religion, and civil Libertics. If this be, I ſay, 
to prefera KING to CHRIST, let all men that are unbyaſied, be judges in the caſe. We 
ſhal) well avow, that we crown a king in ſuboreination ro GOD. and his inrereft in ſubordina- 
tion to CHRISTS, which we jndge, not only agreeable to the Word of GOD ; but alſo char we 
arc bouud expreſly in the Covenant, to maintain the king, in the preſervation 2rd d«ferce of 
the crue Religion and Liberties of the Kingdom z and not to diminiſh his jutt power and 
greatneſs,

1. The firftT meet with, are thoſe who a& nor, Iye by, to behold what will become of all- 

nec t{orts of men a rot for the defence of an invaded kingdom. 1. Theſe who withdraw 
themſelves from publick counſcls, as from Parliament or Commirtee of Eſtates. This with. 
drawing, isnotto a&, 2, Theſe a& not, who upon an apprehenſion of the deſperate ſtate of 
things, do think that all is in-\uch a condition, by the prevailing of the Enemy, thart there 1s no 
remedy: And therefore that it is Heſt, to fit ſt11] and ſee how things go, 3. They who do nor 
a, upon ſcruple of Conſcience, I ſhall ever reſpe& renderneſs of Conſcience; and I with there 
be no more but tendernefs. It there be no more, men will ftrive to have Conſciences well jn- 
formed, I 

They may be ſuppoſcd to ſcruple upon one of rheſe grounds. 1. Toad inſuch acauſe, for the 
Kings Intereſt ; Surely Iam, this is a doubt before, but all jcemed to agree to act for the Kings 
Intereſt in ſubordinacion to Chriſt . and this day there 15 no more ſought. We own the 
Kings Intereſt , only in a ſubordination to Chriſt : Or, 2. To joyn with ſuch inſtru. 
ments as are Enemies to the work of GOD; Our anſwer to rhe Eftates Quare Reſolves, thar 
ſuch ſhov14 not be intruſted : But we do nor count theſe Enemies, who profeſs repentance, ard 
declare thcmſelves ſolemnly to be for the Cauſe, and the Covenant ; and do evidence jt by 
thcir willingneſs ro fght rolihem: If it be ſaid , Their repentance 1; bur counterfeir, We 
are bound to think otherwiſe in charity , till the contrary be ſeen, No man can judge of the 
reality of hearts ; for we have now found by EXPETiENnce z that men, who have been accounted 
above all exception, have betrayed their trifft. If any who have not yet repented of their 
former courſe, ſhall be intruſted, we ſhall be ſorry for it; and plainly ſay, that it ought not to 
be. 

But I think there muſt be more in this, that men ſay, they cannot a& z For my ſelf, I love nor 
that word-in our caſe, It is too frequent, He cart act, and He cannot att, 1 fear there be three 
ſorts of perſous lurking under this cover. x, Such as are P»/{/a27mz5,whohave no courage to a& 
againſt the Enemy. The word is true of them, They cannot att, becauſe they dare not att, x, Such 
as areſelfiſh men, ſerving their 1d! credit. He hath been a man of Honour, and now he feareth 
here will be nocredir to fight againſt this prevailing Enemy 5 therefore he cannor a&,znd ſave his 


credit, Be who thou wilt that hath this before thee, GOD ſhall blaſt thy reputation, _ 
alr 
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ſhalt neither hayc honour nor credir, to do a right turn in GODS Cauſe, 3. Such as are Com®* 
p:yars, who cannot ad, becauſe they have a purpoſe to compiy. There are that cannor a& in 
an 4r%y, but they can betray an Army, by not ating. There are that cannot a& for ſafety of 
a kingdom, bur they do herray it, by nor a&ing, In a word, There arc who cannot joyn to 
a& with thoſe whom rhcy account Malignant, (I ſpeak nor of 4::14144 and brown Malignauts 3 
bur of ſuch as have been, and are fighting for the Caule 3 Yet by them eſteemed 32/rgnents) 
bur they can joyn with S:fFzrzes, open and declared enemits, to Kirk and Kingdom, I v '{h ſub- 
je@s who are bound ro fight for the kingdom, would lay by that phraſc, of ot :fing, which is 
ſo frequent in the mouth of Complyars, and offentiv! tro-rhem, who wou!'d approve themſelves 
in doing dury for indangered Religion, King ard Kingdom. 

That men may be morecleat ro aQ , I ſhall offer to your conſideration, ſome paſſages of Scrip- 
ture about thoſe who do not act againſt a common ev:my 2 

it. JUDGES. 5 Thereare many reproved for lying ſtill, white an every had invaded the 
Land ; as Rexben with his diviſiens, G:l-ad, Dar, and A/1-" ſeeking the + ſelves, all are reproved, 
for not joyning with the people of GOD, who were willing to jcopard thicir lives againſt a 
mighty oppreſſeng enemy. Lut there Is 6NC pailige « cerning MEYOT, Uſe 23. which fittcrh our 
purpoſe, Toe Ange.

They are curſed for not coming to the H.lp of the LORDS Pcople- This may 
be applyed to thele in che Land, who will nor Help the LORD againſt the Mighty. 

2. Another paſſage you have Num 32, Retr and Gal having a multitude of cattcl , and has 
ving ſeen che Land of G:l-ad, rhar wis a place for Cartel, they defire of 39/5, and the Princes, 
that that Land may be givenihcm, and they may nor paſs over 79r4ar Verſe 6.7, Moſes ICe 
proveth them 1a thele words, Shai! your brethres go to War 2 and (hail ye (it ſtill ? wherefore 
diſcourage ve the heart of the Cinlaven of Iſrael verſ 16,17, x8. Rowen and Gadd make their Apo» 
logy, ſhowing that they have notuch intention to ſit ſtill, only rhey defire their wives and Jir- 
tle ones, may ſtay there ; they themſelves promiſe ro go over 7or427, armed before 1/rae!, and 
not return before they were poſleſſed in the Land, Then 415/75 ſaid unto them, Uerſ.

Tam ſure the SeCtaries having power 
in their hands, ard a great part of the Lard in their poſſeſſion, are far more dangerous then Mas 
lignants, who have no power for the preſent : And therefore the reſolution ſhould be, the Se&a- 
Tics have invaded the Land, and are deſtroying it, Ler us go agaimit them- 

2. The third Obſervation weigheth much with meny, the Malignants being imployed to fighr 
for their Countrey, may get ſuch power in their hand, as may hurt the Cauſe. For aniwer. 1. The 
Reſoſution given to the Quzre of the Eſtates, provideth againſt that, for therein 15 a deſire, 
that no ſuch power ſhould be pur into their hand.

If they prevail againſt the Common Enemy, beirg only cloathed 
with a capacity ro fight for their Countrey, bean Argument of riſing to cppeſe a ſeen and certain 
danger coming from an Enemy, cloathed with power, 2nd fil! prevailing I conceive. ir onpghr 
ro be far from any to hinder men to defend their Country in luch a caſe, I confels 1udece, The 
Cauſe which'we maintain hath mer with many Enemies. wio have been againſt ir, which ree 
quireth much tenderneſs; Therefore men are to be 2dmirred to truſt with ſuch exceptions as 
may keep them our who are ſtil] Enemies to the Cauſe of God , have not profeſied reper.tance, 
renonnced their former courſes, and declared themſelves for Cavſe and Covenant, I doubt nor, 
bur it ſhall! be found, tHat the admitting of ſuch ro fight in ovr czſc as it ſtaneerh, 1 agreeable ra 
che Word of God. and is not againſt the former publick reſolutions of Kirk and Srare. 

The ſecord fort of perſors we are to meet with.are ſich as a& for the Enemy againſt the king- 
dom. Ifthey be curſed, who wij}l not come cu! to heip the Lord againſt the Mighr : What a curſe 
ſtall be vpcn them, who help the Mighty againſt the Lord, as rhey do wito att fcr tne Enemy ?

One Septimius Arabinus, a man famous, Or rather infamous for oppreilin, was pur vur of the 
Senate, bur re-2dmitted. About this rime, Alaxarndey Severus being cl:cicn to the Emdire, the 
Senators did entertain him with publick Salutations and Congratulacions. Se. ris elpying dt 4- 
hinzs amongſt the Senators, cried out, O Nummnal Araiinus non folum Vivit ſed in Senatum vVirite 
Al! 4rabin4s nor orely liverh, bur he inthe Serate 3, out of juſt indignation }e could not en» 
dure to ſeel ſm As all are not meer for Places of Truſt in Judicatorics, (o all are nor mect for 
V:aces of T.uſi in 41 mies 5 men would be choſen, who are-godly and able for the Charge, 

Kurt there are tome who are nor m.e-tfor Truſt. 1. They who arc godly, but have no $kill ror 
2bili y {or the P.ace. A man may bea truly godly man, who 1s not fir for ſuch a Place, ai.d no 
wrong 's done :o him, nor to godlineſs, when the Place is denied to him, ] wonder how a godly 
man can take upen him a Place, whereof hc harh no $kill, 2. They who have ncither $kijll nor 
courage are very unmeer 3 for it it be a Place of never ſo great moment, faint-heartedneſs will 
m.ke them quir it.

Of all theſe we have ſad experience, which ſhould not move you to make che ice of prophane and 
godleſs men,by whom a bleſſing 15 not to be expedtcd, bur it ſhould move you to be wary in your 
cho'ce. Iam confident ſuch may be had, who will be faithful for Religion, King azd Kingdom 

5. There hath been much debate avout the exerciſe of the Kings power,yet he is pur In the Ex- 
erciſe of his power,ai d t!.is day put 1N a better capacity to excrcilc it by his Coronation, Many are 
afraid, that the excrciſe of his power ſhall prove dangtrous to the cauſe 3 and indeed I do confeſs 
there 15 a ground of fear. when we conſider how this power hath been abuſed by former Kings 
Therefore,Sir,mae good ule of this power, and ſce that you rather keep within bounds, than ets 
ceed in the exerciſe of it, I may very well give ſuch a counſel, as an o!4 Counſelor gave tO A 
King of Fran ce; he having ſpenc many years ar Courr, deſired to retire inro the Countrey for 
enjoying privacy fit for fiis age z, and having obrained leave, the King his Maſter required him to 
fir down, and write ſyme advice of Government to leave behind him, which he our of mcedeſt 
declined. The King would not be denied, but left him with Pen, and Ink, and a ſheer of Paper 
He being alone, airer ſome thoughts, wrote with fair and legible Chara&ers inthe head of the 

ſheer Mo1us, in the middle of the ſheet M145, and in the foor of the ſheer Modus, arid wrote no 
more in all the Paper, which he wrapped up, and delivered to the King ; mean 'ng, that the beſt 
counſel he could give him, was, that he ſhould keep remper 1n all things.
